Smallpox in New Orleans, La. 

New Orleans, La.. March 1, 1896. 
Sir : I have the honor to report that a colored roustabout applied for 
relief yesterday at the Marine-Hospital Office suffering from smallpox. 
The man left the steamboat Stella Wilds at this port February 17, and 
has since that time resided in the city, where he undoubtedly contracted 
the disease. During the month of February, 1896, 93 cases of smallpox 
were reported, 27 cases of diphtheria, and 12 of scarlatina. Deaths 
from smallpox, 11 ; diphtheria, 4 ; scarlatina, none.
